On tbo 26th of August, 1862, 2d Lieutenant C.SS.Snour, of company 
^2d Colorado Volunteers, was detached from Fort Union, New Mexico, 

\ forty five men of that company, to overtake and chastise the Indians for 
reubin^ a train on the Cimarron Route, of over one hundred mules and hor¬ 
se., and to recover the animals. He was gone on this service forty one days, 
twenty days of which time his men were on half rations. He went into the 
heart of the Comanche and Kioway country, and forced the Indians to give up 
ninety two of the stolen animals, and to promise not again to depredate upon 
our trains. Lieut. Shoup marched several hunlred miles while on this duty. 

In the month of November, 1862, Lieut. Sboup pursued a party of men 
on their way to Fort Smith, Arkansas, and captured them, three hundred and 
fifty miles out on the plains east of the settlements of New Mexico, and in the 
heart of the Comanche country. 

The zeal, energy, perseverance and self denial, shown by this young gen¬ 
tleman, and by Sergeant Marvin and Corporal Allen of company ‘0,’ 2d Col¬ 
orado Volunteers, and the other resolute men of that Company, deserve this 
public notice, and are worthy the emulation of every officer and soldier in this 

Department.
